The report of the Red Deer 
Health Unit) for the year 1937 
shows the increasingly | impor- 
tart role this branch of social 
service plays in the life of the 
community, In Lacombe alone, 
198 persons suspected of being 
carriers for communicable dis- 
eases were visited and exam- 
ined; 59 of these cases were 
isolated. 


Over 1200 people attended lec- 
tures given by the staff of the 
Health Unit or educational 
health topics. Sanitary inspeec- 
lions: were made. throughout the 
district the. Unit embraces, and a 
jotal number of 371 inspections 
were made in the Town of La- 
combe itself, the report reveals. 


Giving inimunizations, especial- 
ly against diphtl:erma and scarlet 
fever, occupied a prominent prt 
of the year’s work’ in Lacombe. 
over 250 inoculations were given 
against the former and over 850 
against the latter discase, 


Babies Were Examined 

Bahies and pre-school age chil- 
dren were inspected and the par- 
ents informed of any possible 
trouble A total of 398 children 
were inspected for ‘communicable 
diseases within the Town Limits, 
and 500 children were checked 
for weight’ and vision The re- 
port, dealing with the work 
accomplished by the Health Unit 
during the past year, reads in 
part, as follows : 

“We have continued our policy 
of editing a quarterly journal or 
school bulletin, a copy of which 
is sent to each*schcol room. This 
journal contains articles and 
drawings by the children them- 
selves on health matters, and also 
serves as a medium through 
which we may institute health 
activities for them. A quarterly 
letter has also been sent to a 
large number of women’s organi- 
zations in the district... A series 
of pre- and post-natal letters of 
instructions. is sent. to expectant 
mothers and ther interested 
woinen on request, i 

Tuberculin Tests Given 

“Milk dealers and other food- 
handlers are a special concern of 
the Health Unit, because of the 
universal need for these products, 
und the dangers of using un- 
wholesome supplies. All dairy 
herds from which milk is retailed 
in the Health District have been 
tuberenlin tested regularly for a 
number of years, 

“Communicable diseases at La- 
combe during 1937 have been the 
ceension for nearly two. hundred 
staff visits. Many of these visits 
were for cases requiring isolation 
and modified or complete quar- 
antine. The earnest co-operation 
of the citizens is solicited for an 
unfailing observance and_ thor- 
ough-going enforcement of these 
quarantine: regulations when the 
need arises. 

“Tuberculosis control, as indi- 
cated in the annual report for the 
whole district, has been contin- 
ued actively. Additional financial 
concessions from the provincial 
government in the form of free 
X-ray examination have tended 
further to facilitate the wor

1937 Collections Down 


The annual meeting of the 
ratepayers of the Municipal 
District of Crown is to be held 
on Friday, Feb. 18, at the Ava. 
lon Theatre, Lacombe. Notices 
to this effect, along with the 
financial statement for the year 
1937, have been mailed to the 
taxpayers. A large attendance 
is expected to hear the reports 
of the reeve. the councillors, 
the secretary-treacurer and the 
auditor. 


Nominations for councillors for 
Divisions 3} and 6 will also be re- 
ceived. The retiring councillors 
this year are W. Parker in Divi- 
sion 8 and I’. 5. Stewart in Divi- 
sion 6. 

Collections on taxes during the 
year 1937 were down all through 
the list, an cxamination of the 
financial statement shows. Rural 
school tax collections show 1 
drop of approximately $4,000 
from the previous year, reporting 
schools revenue is down $800, 
municipal account tax collections 
dropped 84,000 from the year 
1936, with the social service tax 
collections down another $700. 


Spent $2700 Less 

Expenditures in Public Works 
show that the Councillors spent 
approximately $2700 less in 1937 
than was expended in this depart- 
ment in'1936, but relief and health 
costs mounted about $3,000 over 
the same period. 

The actual cash on hand at the 
end of 1937 was 88,747.17 in the 
municipal account as against 
810,563.59 in the same account at 
the end of 1936. On the other 
hand, the trust account halance 
showed an increase in 1937 of 
slightly over $1000. 

A total sum of #5,972.62 was 
spent by the Municipality on seed 
grain.’ Of this amount, %2,338.84 
was guaranteed by the govern- 
ment, and the remaining sum wds 
not government guarantee. Of 
this difference, amounting to 
$3,623.78, only $2,731.71 was re- 
turned to the Municipality by the 
Sermiere,

property’ and ¢ontinués to raise it,” and this ut- 
terance is leéked upon ‘as ‘a prelude to an insistent 
demand on Hitlec’s part for the return of Ger- 
many’s lost. colonies, he 


: This bombastic roar.of Hitler, World Peace 

“'Enémy No. 1, is hard to understand in view of 
Germany’s assdciations with her colonies previous 
to the Great War. Figures prove that prior to 
1914, Germany’s. colonies accounted for less than 
lwo per cent of her total foreign trade. From 
1885 to 1914, the period ‘during which Germany 
controlled her vast African possessions, fewer 
than 20,009 native Germans were established there 
as settlers or traders, ‘These figures contain 

* nothing, of which Germany can be justily proud, nor 
(io the figures show how the Motherland profited 
by her control of her colonies, Trade no longer 
follows the flag, as Great Britain has found out 
lo her sorrow in recent years, 


‘litler’s demand then seems unaccountable, 
und it.is probable the solution lies more in a 
political. move of der Fuhrer than in a necessity 
of Germany’s expansion. He managed to bluff 
the European nations when he arrogantly took 
’ control of the Rhineland. Now he is endeavoring 
lo bluff the nations of the world into forcing 2 
return of colonies which are already controlled 
by other nations. If he should succeed in his 
bluff, his prestige at home, which is said to be 
slipping slowly, would be greatly enhanced, and 
the stronger and more over-bearing would be 
his conduct in the future, and a blustering and 
’ imperious Hitler bodes no good for the hopes of 
world peace. 


No, the solution of the European dilemma 
lies not in the return of Germany’s colonies, but 
in a general understanding between the nations 
of the old continent, an understanding built on a 
friendly Spirit backed up with confidence in the 
integrity of the neighboring countries. Until this 
spirit is attained, crises, with all their bitterness 
and hard feelings, will continue to turn grey the 
hairs of the world peace-makers.

The Blind 
man Valley Co-Operative Association and the 
Central Alberta Dairy Pool are known throughout 
the Province for their strength and unity, and 
from these organizations thousands of dollars 
which would ordinurity have been lost to farmers 
of the community have found their to the 
primary producer, or the farmer.

The incurable op- 
limism of man’ During this week I have received 
innumerable. cotalogues. advertising chickens. 
Looking at these pretty pictures of the wee birds, 
and then at the cold, snowy scene io be glimpsed 
through the windows, one could not help but real- 
ize what a driving force hope is. In blinding snow 
and bitter cold, these hatchery men had to pre 
pare and lay their plans in the hope of selling 
thousands of unborn chickens: Hardly-come-by 
money is staked in the hope that chicks will hatch 
from the thousands of, as yet, unlaid eggs; also 


ihe further hope that many people a few months 
hence will want those chicks. It is the same with 
everything—the designers and manufacturers of 
women’s clothes are busy in the depth of winter 


preparing dainty clothes, thin and cool; which 
they hope to sell in the summer, which, in. turn, 
they hope will be hot enough to warrant the | fe- 
-nale population purchasing these garments. When 
summer comes, they are deep in fours, hoping for 
a cold enough winter in which to sell their wares, 
Hope is the incentive which makes the grocer fill 
his shelves; thé druggist, his showcases full of 
gifts. What makes the farmer go out year after 
year, tilling the land, and seeding it, and having 
it dried out, hailed oul, frozen out, or, if by any 
chance he has a crop, selling it below cost? . 
Just the hope that perhaps one year he may make 
a killing—things may come his way. 

Isn’t it splendid that we are born with this 
aift, otherwise the world would surely cease to 
function without the motive power of hope. In 
sickness, hope is sometimes of more avail than the 
medical care given. While there ‘is life, there is 
hope, and just as surely where there is no hope, 
life is endangered. Many a sick person has been 
buoyed up-and given the will to live, through 
hope. Do you remember those men trapped in the 
Moose mine, two or three years ago, and what 
a part hope played in that drama? It was the 
hope of getting these men out of their living tomb 
that drove miners to super-human efforts ol 
human endurance; and it was the hope of getting 
out that kept two of these men alive and sane. 

The League of Nations building at Geneva is 
4a wonderful monument to the hope of the world. 
Today it may seem a forlorn hope, but it was 
the hope of peace that built that imposing edifice, 
and it is a hope that will not die that serves to 
keep it alive. 

The sewing machine was invented because a 
man, Elias Howe, could not bear seeing his wife 
sewing all day, and half the night, to earn money 
jor their upkeep. ‘So, with the hope of léssen- 


ing a woman’s burden, the sewing-machiue was 
born. 


Without hope, what incentive would doctors 
have to go on taking the fearful risks that they 
doin combating disease? We feel pride ‘and 
gratitude when we think of those martyrs to 
science, those men and women who in the early 
days of X-rays, dedicated their lives to suifering, 
handling this then little understood science, which 
through their efforts is now of inestimable value 
to millions of. sufferers throughout the world. 
Doctors will even inject deadly bacteria into their 
own veins, in the hope that by their suffering 
mankind will eventually benefit by knowledge 
thus gained. 

What built the West but hope? The early 
pioneers must have had an unlimited supply of 
hope, that lent them vision, a vision of fields of 
waving grain, where lay before their eyes only a 
vast expanse of untilled prairie sod, peopled with 
unfriendly Indians, , 

Hope is born with us, the sucking baby cries 
out,’in the hope of attracting attention to its 
needs; so also will the puppy, the calf, or any 
other young thing. It is a natural attribute. It is 
a very good thing for us that we can still retain 
that great gift of hope, in the face of the diresl 
inisfortunes. If we could not, if we lost all hope, 
what would life hold for us but blank despair 
and death, Let us thank God for that great gift, 
HOPE, which “springs eternal in the human 
breast.”

constitationality’ of three impor- 
lant measures passed by the Al- 
berta House, may be made before 
this article rs in print. That 
judgment or judgments will have 
or should have an important ef- 
fect upon the future poliey of the 
Alberta Government, | Whethei 
the \lecision is made by that time 
or not, the interest of Alberta 
people wilt be directed on. the 
approaching session of the Legié 
slature, 

Let~us consider what Alberta 
people should reasonably expect 
that the Legislature will do at 
this coming session, Although 
something has been said by the 
opponents of the Government 
about the. resignation of Premier 
Aberhart, I do, not think many 
persons expect he will do any- 
thing like that. It is true that 
he did make promises that: he 
would quit if he did not carry 
his pledges to ‘fulfillment, and he 
has failed to carry out the prom- 
ises,. However. public men fre- 
quently make extreme promises 
in the heat of an election con- 
test which they find they cannot 
make good tater on, when face 
to face with realities, Unless I 
greatly mistake the temper of Al- 
berta electors; not many electors 
wish Mr. Aberhart to quit until 
he has had ample opportunity to 
carry the policies into effect. 
There is no genera? demand either 
for his retirement or “an early 
election; 

Should Be Given a Chance 

Mr. Aberhart made promises 
inuch more lavish than any other 
public man.in the history of Can- 
ada, and although he himself im- 
posed the time limit of 18 months 
--now nearly one year overdue 
---nothing should stand in the 
way of his making good in his 


| venture, if he has any hope that 


it can be done. What are twelve 
months, or two years, if at the 
end of overtime Mr. Aberhart 
comes forth with the Basic Divi- 
dends even of $25 a month for 
all residents? But what electors 
desire and expect is some defi- 
nile’ statement abvut these Basic 
Dividends. They want Mr. Aber- 
hart to explain how he plans to 
supply the dividends. Once théy 
were to he sliced out of the un- 
earned increment, but little is 
hard of that in recent months. 
The government has had the 
assistance Of ‘two, experts for 
nearly a year and py this time 
the plans should be well complet- 
ed and so plain and straightfor- 
ward that anyone can understand 
them. 

If Mr. Aberhart at the first 
opportunity does not explain to 
ihe Legislature and to the people 
of the Province just where he 
stands about the Basic Dividends 
and what he proposes to do 
about them, there is bound to. be 
much disappointment. There must 
be no more evasions.or delays on 
this point. If he cannot provide 
the dividends as he promised, he 
is aware of it by ibis time. If he 
can Jo so, he should explain how 
he proposes to do it. That is the 
simple straightforward course to 
take. If he cannot carry out his 
promises let him say so, and then 


the public will know what to du 
about it. . 


The Second Question 

The second expectation about 
the apprcaching session is of a 
negative sort. Whether the legi- 
slation before the courts is 
found to be constitutional or not, 
the electors, unless I am much 
mistaken, will have little patience 
with any future Government legi- 
slaticn, the const.tutionality of 
which is not fairly certain. Al- 
berta people must be fed up on 
the tactics of the Government for 
adopting legislation which is 
cither beyond the powers of the 
Province on thé one hand, or so 
infringes on the right? of neigh- 
boring provincds 9s to force any 


a i 


self-respecting Federal Govern- 
ment to take action. 
Many clectors, recalling the 


fact that the Government is sav- 
ing millions by violating the 
promises of the Province to bond 
holders, may expect either a re- 
sloration of thé pledged rate of 
interest or a great reduction of 
Alberta taxation. Jt will be re 
called ‘that not only were the 
taxes not reduced, but they were 
increased by the Aberhart Gov- 
ronment, 

Others may recall the other 
lavish promises—ea new factory 
every new week in Alberta, loans 
withcut interest to thousands, 
more rapid development of the 
resources and many other quite 
us golden. When it is. remem- 
bered that the Legislature is well 
on towards the end of the first 
half of the full term for which 
the inembers were elected and no 
factories have appeared, no loans 
have been made, no development 
has begun and none of the other 
Kolden promises fulfilled, there is 
certain to be disappointment.

Do You Know? : 
A. T. INSKIP, 


widely known throughout the 
Province as “Skip’? ~ Born ‘in 
Plymouth, England, of an old and 
incient family, on September 26, 
1872, he came to Canada as a 
lad of 18 years in 1890. He trav- 
eHed directly to Cochrane, Alta., 
where he ‘served as an appren- 
lice on the famous Bow River 
Horse Ranch. . tities 

Tn 1894 Mr. Inskip returned -to 
England when his parents ex- 
pressed a desire to set him up in 
business, and {ravelled hack to 
Canada in the “Same year. He 
homesteaded on a quarter section 
in the Buffalo Lake district, and 
part of the Village of Mirror now 
Stands on a section of his old 
ranch. Here he established the 
Inkkip Cattle Ranch, starting out 
modestly with 40 head of cattle. 
In 1898-he sold his herd to Line- 
ham Bros., from south of Calgary, 
and opened up the Victoria Hotel 
in Lacombe, on the corner where 
the Royal Bank -now stands. He 
operated this house for some time 
and then sold out to Charles 
Lehrman, at which time he pur- 
chased the old Metropolitan 
Hotel, which he re-named the 
Adelphi, standing on the site of 
the present houses He leased the 
Adelphi for a short while, taking 
over the wholesale liquor store 
here, which he subsequently sold 
to F. L. Smith, who ran the busi- 
ness until prohibition. 

Burned to the Ground 

His hotel was burned to the 
ground in the fire of 1906 and the 
present establishment wes _ built 
and opened the following year. 
Until 1911, Mr. Inskip operated 
the hotel, in which vear he leased 
the building to. Gyruna Simpson. 
After Mr, Simpsomf’s death in 1914 
“Skip” again took charge of the 
establishment, which he ran dur- 
ing the days of prohibition. 

Convinced that a_ hotel could 
not.run without a license, Mr. 
Inskip was instrumental in the 
formation of the Alberta Hotel 
Association in 1923, and acted as 
president of this body until after 
winning beer parlor concessions 
for hotels from the Provincial 
Government. After this victory, 
Mr. Inskip retired from the orga- 
nization, and was suceeded by D. 
Whitney of the Dominion Hotel, 
Calgary. Since his. retirement 
from the ‘provincial association, 
“Skip” has lived a_ semi-retired 
life.

The immediate problems crev- 
ated by the drought require emer- 
ency measures; but a situation

Large e@reas, ordinarily unsuit- 
able for the purpose, have been 
planted to grain. Under favor- 
able weather conditions the crop 
from an area equa! to that planted 
in recent years would furnish 
serious marketing problems. The 
efforts towards self-sufficiency in 
food supplies on the part oi 
many countries, and particularly 
Germany, France and Italy, have 
also narrowed the internationai 
market for wheat and flour to a 
point where tutal oversees sales 
of the four important non-Euro- 
pean exporters have been re- 
duced as follows :

It is a sad commentary that a 
large crop in Canada, unless. ac- 
companied by crop failures in 
other.countries, would bring little 


more total remuneration to our 


farmers as a whole than they 
have secured in the years of 
drought. 

There was no single remedy to 
ie about improvement, said 
Mr. Wilson, Diversified agricul- 
ture, withdrawal of sub-marginal 
land from wheat, and more scien- 
tific methods would help. But 
these should be combined with 
exceptional efforts on the part of 
the government to open the doors 
of foreign markets, so that when 
Canadian farmers again reap a 
good crop the wheat may be sola 
to, advantage. It is clear that the 
Prairie Provinces cannot solve 
this problem alone. This is a 
task which calls for prolonged, 
consistent and whole-hearted co- 
operation, 


The best possible hope of secur- 
ing outlets for our grain and 
other agricultural products is 
through negotiations with coun- 
tries which are now’ growing 
food crops at an exorbitant cost. 

I view with satisfaction the 
present tendency among demo- 
cratic countries to break down 
barriers impeding the natural 
flow of business. 

With the general statement that 
Canada should admit freely ar- 
ticles not produced within the 
country there can be little basis 
for disagreement. But 1 would 
go further and say that reduced 
tariffs should be applied to ar- 
ticles which are mote in Canada 
only on a restricted and uneco- 
nomic scale. 

The problem is not simple, but 
studies undertaken by the Tarift | 
Board to determine what craitt| 
sions should be made to foreign 
countries ‘in’ an exchange for 
an important market for our 
staple commodities, should re- 
ceive the support and encourage- 
inent of .experts irom the indus- 
tries directly affected:

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 

The position abroad is complex 
und difficult but one gets few 
hints of the tremendous desire road 
peace which 7 latent in all pre 
of Europe. I know of no Euro- 
pean country where the mass of 
the people are sympathetic with 
the aggressive expressions of 
some of their leaders. In many 
countries, desperate economic 
conditions have created mass fear, 
Ruthless, cynical and irrespon- 
sible leadership is gambling to 
keep itself. in) power,. Just as 
there are constructive psychologi- 
cal factors beneath the surface, so 
there are favorable economic 
forces at work. Those of us who 
continue to feel hepeful base our 
optimism upon the belief that 
idealism is not dead and that it 
cannot be long before economic 
reconstruction gives even those 
who are most desperate a breath- 
ing spell. 
UNITED STATES 

One of the most important 
questions of the day is whether 
the United States is merely ex- 
periencing an intcrruption in the 
long term trend of recovery, or 
whether the wheel has turned 
tull cirele and the country - is 
again facing a major depression. 
In my opinion, fundamental con- 
ditions now and in_ the period 
immediately preceding the last 
depression are not comparable. 
One ‘would be tempted to say 
without hesitation that the pres- 
ent setback is merely a tempor- 
ary recession, were it not for the 
unfertunate lack of co-operation 
that exists between Government 
and business. 

-It surely cannot be long before 
a plan for practical co-operation 


ketween government, industry 
and labour will be adopted. 
CONCLUSION : 


Where the recent prosperity in 
the United States has been de- 
pendent mainly upon large-scale 
government deficits, the Canadian 
recovery took its origin from for- 
eign trade, 

Without doubt, prosperity 
based upon world demand for 
Canadian_products is more sound- 
ly established than that based 
upon deficit spending. Sixty per 
cent of our exports go to coun- 
tries other than the United States, 
and even with a substantial .de- 
cline in exports to that country 
total Canadian prosperity should 
be cnly moderately affected. 

On the whole, I look forward 
to 1938 as a year in which—hbar- 
ring some upset in international 
affairs not presently anticipated 
--I expect to see an improvement 
from present levels in the United 
States, and a further orderly eco- 
nomic reccnstruction in many for- 
eign countries. If this proves to 
be an accurate forecast, we can, 
I believe, look forward to fur- 
ther substantial progress iowards 
full reeovery in Canada. 
GENERAL MANAGER’S 
ADDRESS 

In reviewing the general Bal- 
ance Sheet, Mr. S. G. Dobson, 
General Manager, referred with 
satisfaction to an _ increase of 
$14,000,000 in total assets, a re- 
newal of the upward trend in 
commercial loans and a growth 
of 190 million doJlars in Royal 
Bank deposits in less than five 
years. 

Conditions in Canada definitely 
improved during the vear, sai 
Mr. Dobson, the one dark. spot 
being the drought areas in ;West- 
ern Canada. 

Referring to the unfair criticism 
in Alberta, Mr. Dobson said in 
this campaign of misrepresenta- 
tion, efforts have been made to 
stir up resentment against the 
hanks. And yet, during the last 
five years not in one single in- 
stance has any farmer or home 
owner in Alberta been deprived 

of his farm or home by this bank 
through foreclosure. 

To demonstrate the wide diver- 
sity of services banks provide 
Mr. Dobson took occasion to ana- 

lyze certain of the bank’s figures. 
At the end of the year, the bank 
had on its books loans to farmers 
totalling $16,000,000, to. retaii 
merchants $21,000,006, to profes- 
sional men and other private in- 
2 $51,000,000. As a fur- 


ther cxamp!e of what might be 
termed the “smaller client,” I 
may say we had loans outstand- 
ing to 61,000 borrowers whose 
liability to the bank did not ex- 
ceed $500 each. 

In conclusion, Mr. Dobson said 
that a profitable year for busi- 
ness was clearly reflected in the 
Bank’s own bDalance sheet for 1937.

ALBERTA MOTORISTS 
PAY MANY TAXES 

Paving $5 and getting $1 in 
return is too heavy odds against 
any class of the community, yet 
that tells the story of how the 
motorist has been taking it on 
the chin, almost since the day the 
automobile became a recognized 
means of transportation. 

One need not point to Alberta 
as the horrible example but it 
happens to be'a province from 
which at the moment figures are 
available. 

In its financial year which end- 
ed last March it drew a net rev- 
enue of $2,219,725 from the fuel 
oil tax. Iis motor vehicle branch 
collected $1,424,987 from license 
fees ¢n motor cars and trucks. On 
top of this it took in another 
$121,739 for drivers’ licenses. 

The 24,000 autcmobijes in Al- 
berta are paying a good big tax 
for the privilege of travelling on 
Alberta roads. If it is a sound 
principle that every service 
should pay for itself, the Alberta 
motorist is not getting anything 
in the way of a fair deal, 

The money which is taken from 
him as a road tax does not go into 
roads at all. Against the $3,764,- 
000 taken from him, only a little 
more than $600,000 was spent in 
the same year on highways.

It is true that over 200 million 
bushels of Garnet, mixed in No. 
2 and No. 3 Northern, have in re- 
cent years been bought and used 
by millers, and bought, moreover, 
at relatively good prices, Yet very 
little pure Garnet, under the brand 
name, has so far been sold. What 
the price of Garnet will be when 
offered only «under a_ special 
“Garnet” gradé name, therefore 
remains to be seen. 

For those who desire to change 
from Garnet to another variety, 
and who operate in north-eastern 
Saskatchewan—a rust area—-I 
suggest that Thatcher might be 
considered, for while it is seven 
days later than Garnet, yet it is 
three days earlier than Marquis. 
Fertilizer would make the Thatch- 
er still earlier, 

For . north-western Saskatche- 
wan, and for the whole of north- 
ern Alberta, where rust is not a 
menace, Red Bobs, being six days 
earlier than Marquis, has much 
merit. Some farmers have even 
found that Marquis with fertilizer 
is early enough for certain areas. 

Reward is a high quality early 
wheat, but the yield, unfortun- 
alely, is rather low. 

Following factors have tended 
to raise price—U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture reduces world wheat 
production estimate — Kansas 
winter rye acreage smaller and 
condition tower then a year ago-— 
Reduction in Japanese rice esti- 
mate--Small corn surplus re- 
mains in Argentine—Argentine 
corn crop needs moisture—South 
African wheat crop smallest in 
number of years. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price—-Australia offers 
wheat frecly—Dsnish wheat, oats, 
baricy and rye production larger 
than last year—Compulsory ‘ad- 
mixture of potato flour in bakery 
products throughout Austria—In- 
crease in Japan’s cane sugar pro- 
duction—European crop outlook 
better than a ycar ago.—Curtailed 
consumption and use of substi- 
tutes reduces. wheat buying.

A special investigation tito Lon. 
don’s traffic delays has, it is 
stated, shown that it is quicker 
for the motorist te drive around 
London than to drive through it. 

Four main London routes were 
chosen for the investigation, one 
22% miles long, skirting the nor- 
thern edge of the town, and three 
of, 32% miles, piercing the 
centre. On the first route the 
average speed for a full week's 
driving in a 10-horsepower auto 
was 23% miles an hour. Over 
the three trans-London roads the 
average speed of the same sur- 
vey car was only 12% miles per 
hour, 

The report shows that through 
the City of London, business cen- 
tre of the metropolis, the average 
speed was 5.85 miles per hour. 
The slowest trip through the city 
showed an average speed of only 
3.6 miles per hour.
